“One.--of---the - resolutions -- subse, 
quently issued by that body was in 
the following terms: | “The Inner 
Zionist Council. declares that the 
, Zionist Coune!l denounces without 
reservation the bloodshed caused by 
Broups-of terrorists, who defy na- 
tional discipline and thereby. place 
themselves outside the ranks of or- 
ganised community. These deeds 
defile the struggle of the Jewish 
people ond distort its character; 
they strengthen the hands of oppo- 
nents of Zionism and enemies of the 
Jewish people. The Council calls 
up Yishuy (Jewish community) to 
izolate these groups and to ‘deny 
them all encouragement, support and 
assistance.’ .

__.“The incorporation of South 
West Africa by the Union can. 
only be described as highly re- 
trograde, = How in fact will 
African inhabitants of South- 
west Africa benefit from this 
proposed change in status? 
What are the political, social 
and economic conditions their 
brethren in the Union of South 
Africa offer? I ‘speak from 
personal observation and ex- 
perience on this matter, having 
spent nearly three years in 
South Africa as India’s repre- 
sentative.. These are facts, as 
I knew them and as T believe 
them still to be: : 


“The Africans are denicd a full 
franchise, political representation 
being so limited as to be of no prac- 
tical use. There {s no cquality for 
Africana, in church or In the state. 
This was the law of the old Boer 
republics -and+-the position «remains 
unchanged toeday. Thirteen per 
cent of the agricultural larid fs allo- 
cated to over 80 per. cent of the 
population, Skilled Inbour |s ctosed 
to Africans. Government grants for 
social and ollied purposes ore far 
smaller for Africans than those made 
to members of the British and Boer 
people. Africans cannot become 
members of any trade union, 
Stringent pass laws are enforced. 

“No uppolntments in Government 
railways or municipal services: are’ 
open to Africans except in the low- 
est .capacity, . African housirig, 
fencrally, ts lamentably deficient. 
If-anyone: doubts-my- words-Jet-him 
fo and ‘sce for himself, He. will 
find social discriminatlon of an ex- 
treme nature.”

REPAIRS TO TWO DYKES 


Canton Nov. 6.—Gratifleation has 
expressed by farmers for 
UNRMA supplies and® projesss be- 
Ing -carricd out, according to village 
elders arriving here from Poon Yu, 
Tung-kunn, Po On and other coun- 
thes South-cast of Canton. 

Projects include rond and dyke re- 
palr, Irrigation and colonisation of 
the fishery industry In Po On. 

Dr. D.Y.Lin, director of CNRRA 
Kwangtung Rogional .OfMfice, who has 
just’ completed an Inspection of the 
Enst Rivet, areas, fishermen and 
farmers’ were enthualnstle and opp- 
recintive of CNRRA help. In Tang 
Hin, Poon Yu county, CNRRA 
granted seven — and a -half 
tons of rico for -tho; repair of two 
dykes to protect 1,600 mow of rice 
land, and the farmers then ralsed 
an equal amount in cash with the 
Farmers Bank to match the CNRRA 
grant and had the work done by 
able-bodied men, Lin said. 

“It was an Inspiration,” Lin added, 
“to sea these farmors work and they 
assure me that tho reservoirs. cons- 
tructed by the rebullding of the two 
dykes will stive their village rice land 
afiicient water to yield three times in 
the coming years. 


Dredging of Canal 


“In Tung-kuan, we have granted 
260 tons of rice to be used for the 
payment of wages for the dredging 
of a canal to irrigate, and reclaim 
some 6,000 mow of undeveloped 
lond for colonisation purposes, The 
farmers there have arranged suf.
